The finding of two human skeletons 


In the smouldering ruins of the Gault 
hotel at Donaldson has furnished for 
the residents of that vicinity amys-i 
tery which the authorities are exert-' 
Ing every effort to uneartli. 


Are these bones the remains of two 


unfortunates who were murdered In 
cold blood and their bodies burled be- 
neath the building to conceal the 
crime? This Is the question that con- 
fronts the minds of all people since 
they have learned of the grewsome 
discovery. 


The Gault hotel was destroyed by 


fire last Wednesday" morning. • A 
search through the .ruins revealed the 
two skeletons. The bones' 
were 


In a fairly good state of preservation 
although It is the supposition that 
they had been there m,any years. 
Sheriff Hanson of Vilas county was 
immediately notified and is now con- 
ducting an investigation of the affair.

The hotel was a plain two story 


wooden structure erected In the early 
days of Donaldson and was one of the 
familiar land marks ot that village. 
When logging operations were exten- 
sively conducted in that section the 
Gault hotel was liberally "patronized 
by woodsmen. A saloon was run fa 
connection and the bar did a'big 
business.

Woodsmen, who make their head- 


quarters In Rhinelander, and who at 
one time worked near Donaldson, say 
that to their knowledge the Gaulthotel 
was always a quiet, orderly place and 
was never the scene of any 
serious 


trouble or disturbances. 'Men with 
Urge sums of money on tHelr clothing 
liave been known to frequent the 
house but were never tnofested. 


Stories of men disappearing under 


mysterious circustances have never 
been reported at Donaldson. 


At the time of the fire the Gault 


hotel was occupied by A. O. Irelan, 
Northwestern station agent at Don- 
aldson. It was his Intention to con- 
vert the building into a summer ho- 
tel and general store.
